From e Pennsylvanian.
Tnlimited Linbility.=No. 1,

To the plan of subjecting associations for
banking purposes to the regulation amd restraint
resulting from the natural awd  guiet operation
of ihe equitable aud salutary priscipls ol” the
unlimited liability of ndividuals, it has been
objected that the muliiplication of banks heing
thereby effectually stayed, a wholesonie compe-
titton is prevented. )

‘Fhe answer tn this objeeiion is as easy as il
is conclusive. We assert, as that whieh ean-
not he disproved, that the multiplication of
banks hns no where been in this way improper-
v or miduety eheeked.  On the contray, under
the application of the praneiple assailed, and
notwithstanding s assumed  incompatbility
with the Ireedom of the baunkine business, these
estabilishiments have not only inereased in num-
ber, but their inerease has been  rapid, exces-
sive and huriful,

Thus, in Scotland, where joint stoek banking
companies are or:anized and administered upon
the sound and salutacy principle ol the lialilny
ol cach partner *to the whole extent of his [o -
ture lor 1the whole debis ol the eampany,”™ amd
where this liabidity of individuals furmshes 1o
note holders and to.depositors the firmest gronnd
of confidence and ol seem ity there are no lewer
than 26 banks, with 814" branches,  Eight of
the former and 113 ol the latter have been es-
1ablished since 1824; and such is their seneral
diffusion aver the eountry, that “iliere isscarce-
jv a town, or even a village, into which branches
of the Secteh Banks, equivalent w so many se-
parate aul distinet h.mk.s have not penelra_tetl.”

The consequence of this condition of the
banking business is, that the dividends upon
hank stock—the profits of the shareholders—
are reduced to the lowest point consistent. with
the continued investment ol capital in this de-
partment of commercial industry and enterprise.
So little foundation is there for the positive as-
sertions which hkave been so recklessly ventured
as 1o the assumed necessity of holding out the
expectation of exorbitant profits, as an induce-
ment to capitalists to incur the risks of individ-
ual liability. It may, in truth, be questioned
whether these risks have been practically at all
increased; and whether the unrestrained re-
sponsibility of the parties has not been more
than copensated by a commensurate inerease

1 of’ circumspection, of prudence, and of good

management, and by a consequent and corres-

ponding enlargement of credit. Individual sa.

gacity, in this as in all other analagous cases,
has been sharpened, and individual caution has
been stimulated by the absence of all positive
and artificial restraints upon individual hability.
Hence these banks are administered with a
view to the promotion of the interests, not of
the borrowers, as is too ofien the case in this
country, but ol the owners of baok capital.—
And there is no reason to believe that stock-
lwlders have in Seotland suffered as wuch as
the same class ol capitalists bave endured in
this country; whilst the losses of the public have
Leen in a grearly diminished ratio.

Thas, also, in England, where previous te

1826 companies for banking purpuses were nol
allowed to consist of' more than six partoers,
aund where, as in Scotland, the unlimited liabil-
ity of the associated individuals lies at the
loundation ol the system, such, since the repes)
ol'the restriction upon the number of partners,
hus been the rapidity witii which these associa-
tions have inereased, that there were in 1536,
in addition to several hundred private banks,
101 joint stock companies, with very numerous
branches. Ol these 45 were regisiered in one
yearalone, and counting their branches, “which
are olten removed [rom ti.e parent establisliment,
and conduct all sorts of banking business, it may
salely be affirmed that considerably more than
200 banking esiablishiments were set on foot in
England and Wales in 1836.” Hence, whilst,
by the most enlicshtened and strenuous advo-
cates of the joint stock banking system, it has
been freely and unreservedly admitted fhat “too
many banks™ have been establishied, by others
this merease has been represented as ‘alarming,’
and the speculative spirit which thus developed
nself, has been correctly characterised as a
*mania,” to the prevalence ol which theie pro-
ved to be no serious obstaele, either in the un-
restraived responsibility of the sharehol ler, or
in the exisience of a powerful National Bank,
possessed ol monopoly privileges, and sustained
by the whole loree of government patronage
and of rovernment influence. ¥
Are there not then, it may confidenily be
asked, ample and satistactory reasons for admit-
tingz the entire propriety of the conelusion drawn
by Mr. Quin, who, at the close ol his most ela-
burate abstract and review of the evidence ta-
ken before the Parliamentary Committee of
1832, remarks:  “Ifinen with sufiicient cn_,uihds
are already lound in abundance disposed o em-
bark in the baoking trade at the risk of their
whaole lbriunes, there is no reason why speeula-
tors shoald  be allowed to establish banks ol
issie npon a less responsible system.”
But again, we aflivzm, without the fear of re-
tutation, that the beneficial tendency ol eompe-
titipn to prevert excessive production, inits ap-
plication toassociations, not tor the manutic—
ture ol articles requiringe for their creation the
expenditure of eapital and the application of
industry; but for the making and the issuing of
ctirrency —of promises 10 pay—ol paper costing
comparatively nothing, has never vet been de-
moustrated. It bas merely been taken for grant-
ed.  In the ease ol eommoditics possessing, not
a representative, but an intrinsie wvalue, the
public are in general, secure from an over pro-
duction trom the simple consideration that no
man will knowingly continue to produce and
biring to market an article which does not real-
ize 1o the produeer the enst ol production, toge-
ther with at least the ordinary return upon the
investiment of eapital, amld the osdinary reward
for the application of labor.  Aud should an in-
dividualy troin inexperience, from jrnorance, or
trom any other cause, fall inio the error ol in-
ercasing the supply bevond the ddiivetive de-
mund—beyvond the demand of those able and
williner to pav—Dhe would soon beecome sat-
isfied of” his mistakey and wouid be obliged, at
his own expense, o corceet the error. Naow,
what 15 true of one individual, is true of many.
What is true ol many, is true ol the mass. —
Thus we may salely trust 1o *the spontaneons
operdtion of private interests,” for the proper
apporiionment ol the supply to the demand; and
all interierence of the eovernors with the gov-
crzed must prove to be not merely Gl advised
and uncalled for, but ultimately and absolutely
pernicious.,

Widely dilferent, howewver, is the ease, when
we proceed to an  investimation of the eauses
which operate upen the manuficture of bank
promises; to examine into the motives whieh
ifluence in the iscue el a currency possessed of
little or. no intrinsic valoe. Here the @uin to
the issueris immediate, is considerable, s cer-
taing whilst the eost ol production is relatively
insieenificant, and the loss of profit eonsequent
upon a re-action, is future, distant, eontingent
and uncertain. It may be aveided. It may
be throw, as it usually is, upon the shoulders
ol the publie—and in lew instancesis the return
of paper upon the issuer attended with a posi-
tive loss.  Iis effect is simply a2 diminntion ol
antcipated profits.  T'he actual lossas inearred
by those bank debtors who may be esmnpelled
to make heavy sacrifices in order to sustaine their
eredar, amd e honor their engarements; or l\_\.r_
thase bank ereditors, who are 1 possession ol
oblurations which are disresrarded —ol promises
which are not perlormed.  Thus there exists
every inducement 1o hanks 1o lend their eredi,
and toinerease the sapnly ol their paper; that
is to say, there is every stimulous to an expan-
siong whilst, on the other land, inasmuch s
bank credit in the form of” bank notes, so lone
at least as the ultimate solveney ol a bank is
thowerhit not v be mipaired. is 1o the harrower
just as available as eapual, the demand is L=
ed only by the exient ol the opportunitivs, or
of 1the supposed opportunities, lor prolitably
employine eapital; that is w say, it is praclically
unlimited. *-The constant tendency., therelore,
ol banks i8 to lend wo  mueh, and 1o pul oo
many noles in cirenladon.”

Faneitully and absurdly to eompare banks of
issue—paper minis—io *shoe shops,” as has
been done by those whose obliguity of vision
has prevented them from seeing, and their per-
verted judaments from appreciating points ol
difference obvious to othersy and 1o assume that
the one are subject to the same influences, & are
governed by the same general laws as the other,
may, to the unreflecting and 1o the superficial,
present an appearance ol plausibility and of
acuteness; but to the mind of the philosophical
enquirer, who perceives the entire absense of
any analogy upon which to rest a parallelism
ol argument, such far-fetched comparisons ean
bring no eonviction. ‘T'hey can have little other
effect than to exeite a smile ol derision, or to
eall forth an expression of incredulity.

It is not mercly a demonstrable truth, buta
truth that has again and again been demonstra-
ted, that banks issuing paper really and tho-

contract the general mass of the currency 1o an
amount permanently greater, or perinanently
less, than it would be with a medium exclusive-
ly metallic; and that, therefore, the average
quantity of the eurrency, and cousequently the
average money values, or prices of real estate
and of ecommodities gecerally, will in any given
country be the same, or nearly the same, or
nearly 1he same, whether the currency consists
exclusively of convertible paper, or of coin; or
whether it is compounded in any conceivable
proportions of botli.  But it is equaily true, ia
fact, it eannot be denied, that in this country
the comertibility of paper is at all times exceed-
ingly imperfect; and that there is constant dan-
eer of this imperfeet convertibility ceasing alto-
erether.

Neitlier, alter the experience of all rountries
employing a paper medium, can there “aty
doabt be enfgriained that an excess of paper
money, evea when freely convertible into spe-
cie, may exist for some time unredressed; and
although the check of convertibility mnst ulti-
mately prevail, very considerable effeets on
prices may be produced in the interval.” And
as 1liis redundancy, however hurttul it mav be,
is surely and inevitably followed by a deficiency
still more pernicious, “it is of great consequence
that a paper currency should not only be sub-
Jeet 1o repressivn from without, but be placed
under such a system of management as will pre-
vent any excess in quantity lrom being issued.”
But the only “system™ which ean possibly ac-
complish this most desitable objeet—the only
policy at all entitied to be teroed preventive—
will be found 1o consist in an entire separation
ol the incompatible functions of Yauks of issue
amd of bavks of” dseount. A paper currency,
if'suich a curreney is thomsht to be indispensable
or desirable, shoubl be furnished by banks pure-
ly ol issue. autonatically expanding and con-
tracting the eircubition simply in reference 10
the demand for paper in exchange for the pre-
cious melals, and the demand for the metals in
exchange tor paper.  On the other hand, eom-
meretl seeurities should be diseounted, as is
thie practice in London, by banks not ol issue,
but ol discount and deposite—by banks not
“trenching on the prerozatives ol sovercignty
by coining money”~but by banks which are
properly more borrovers and lenders of capital,
and dealers in eoin.

The functions of baeks of discount are in
thewr nature purely commercial, and the only
suplervision eitber nwessary or justifiable on the
part ol government, is that the parties t» con-
tracts should be leld strictly responsilile lor
their performance.  Banks of izsue, on the con-
trary, cannot be kept too distinet in their ope-
rations, cot merely rom all mercantile dealiags,
but they should be removed from all sympathy
with money lenders and money borrowers.

The inevitable causequence of” combiing the
isste ol paper morey with the proper and the
appropriate business of banks ol discount, is to
avrravate commercial embarrassments, and to
aive re-doubled intensity to commercial revul-
sion.

&c.  Now, in conformity with these estab-
lished principles, the Whigs, remembering
how mary persams Adam Smith had said were
required for the expeditious and successful
manufacture of pins, concluded that the di-
visivn of labor ought to be carried out pretty
far, to enab'e the Whigs to mamufacture Mr.

11. Committee to procure 3 dozen wine
glasses for the exclusive use of Mr. Clay at
the dinner. _

12. Commitice to procure snufl to regale
Mr. Clay’s olfactory nerves at the dinner.

13. Committee to hold Mr. Clay’s hat
while he i= at the dinner.

14. Committee to take charge of Mr. Clay’s
“India rubber great coat and umbrella,” and
deliver the same to him at the conclusion of
the dinner. ;

15. Committee to wait on Mr. Clay the
morning after the diuner, and affectionately
inquire whether he has the headache, in con-
sequence of the excitement incident to such
a splendid and sumptuous dinner.

16. Commitiee of 21 men of strong lungs,
to huzza, clap hands and stamp the flcor at
the termination of Mr. Clay’s speech at the
dinner.

17. Committee, consisting of the Editors
of the Whig and 48 others, to puff the whole
proceedings from Alpha to Omega, and to
convince the country, if possible, that Mr.
Clay’s reception, taken altogether, was the
most imposing and spirit-stirring affair ever
witnessed by mortal man. )

The first 16 of these committees have dis-
charged their duties with distinguished honor;
and the last and most important commillee
has just commenced the performance of its
duties with commendable alacrity, and, I
trust, success.

Committee to take charge of Mr. Clay’s
cane and hand it to him, should he desire to
take pedestrian exercise.

'The propositions for these different com-
miltees caused a very animated -and protract-
ed discussion, and called up many of the
ablest debaters present. On the one side, it
was maintained, that the meeting had already
appointed committees enough: that while Mr.
Clay deserved to to be honored, yet that Il:ns
was not the way to show it; that the proprie-
tor of the house at which Mr. Clay would
lodge, would be bound to furnish good coal,
attend to Mr. Clay’s boots, &c., &e. I.n fa-
vor of the appointment of these four addition-
al committees it was argued, that Mr. Clay
wns so great a man, the Whigs could not
honor him too highly; that the appointment
of these committees would convince Mr. Clay

Leave being granted, he sub-
mitted the following resolution, and urged
many reasons in favor of its adoption:

“Resolved, Thata committee be appointed
to inquire of Mr. Clay whether he has re-
cently repaired his fences, and whether he
now permits his corn-stalks to stand in the
field all the winter, as he said a few years ago
was his practice.”
( Several gentlemen opposed the resolution
as nnecessary, disrespectful to Mr. Clay,
and, urder all the circumstances decidedly
objectionalle. The resolution was rejected
without a divison.

B. After which)J presume,
adjourned sine die.
A. Yes, it adjourded fohwith. You will
see in the Whig, an account of his reception
here—the dinner—the toasts (o most of
them,} and the speeches made on the occa-
sion. Some of the impracnicable Whics
offered some queer toasts at the dinner, btk

the company not liking them rcfused to drink
all such.

A. Yes, 1 will give you a few specimens
from memory, omitting the names of their au-
thors:

ing at South Carolina Nullification.,” We

ol abolitionists to steal our slaves with impu-
nity, the whole South were Nullitiers; all
South Carolina is so at least—witness the re-
solutions passed without a dissenting voice at
the late Session of our Legislature. Mr.
Baily defended his Resolutions, and warmly
and successfully opposed a move to defer their
consideration. The first of the series, after
some verbal amendments, was then unani-
mously adopted. Itis as follows:

1. Resvlved, 'That the reasons assigned by
the Governor of New York, for his refusal to
surrender Peter Johnson, Edward Smith, and
Isaac Gausy, as fugitives from justice, upon
the demand of the Executive of this Siate,
are wholly unsatisfactory; and that that refu-
sal is a palpable and dangerous violation of
the constitution and laws of the U. States.

The House adjourned, without taking any
action on the remainder of the Resolutions.
